warnings, says .1. K. Watkins, in tho 
Technical World, went so far as to 
name the exact date—some!lmen two 
or three weeks off—when tho coming 
flood would be nt its height, and even 
stated the number of feet above low- 
water mark tho waicr would reach. 
They were signed by the chief of tho 
weather bureau nt Washington. 


The inhabitants of Cairo, New Or- 


leans and of the towns and cities be- 
tween read these sensational messages, 
looked out at the shrunken Father of 
Waters IlowinK calmly along within 
Its banks and sniffed contemptuously. 
They wero not going to be scared by a 
lot of fool scientists in Washington! 
Only a comparatively few timid people 
were at all alarmed or even impressed. 
These wont FO far .is to move their 
valuable property up onto high ground, 
and were well l.-umhcd at for their 
pains. 
Kven the newspapers took ths 


mailer up, and scoldod the 
govern- 


ment for allowing the weather bu- 
reau 1o frighten neerlossly a lot of 
silly old women.

Mississippi and overflowed more than 
13,000 square miles of land.

AUTOMOBILES IN GREECE. 


! There are 12 automobiles In this 
consular district, or, to speak more 
definitely, in the city of Athens, writes 
Consnl Horton, of Athens. Three of 
these belong to the kins and 
the 


prlncM. 
TTI« majesty's «utomohile is 


quits a luxurious affair, and is said to 
have cost some 20,000 francs (J3,86C). 
That owned by Prince Andreas was 
presented to him by the czar of Bus- 
cla. Most of the automobiles in use 


here were bought in France at a. cost 
of from 4,000 to 10.000 francs (J772 to 
$1.930). Three new ones are now on 
their way to this country. 
Automo- 


biles are classed by the tariff law as 
four-wheeled carriages, which, uphol- 
stered or not, used or unused, pay a 
duty of 300 francs (J57.90) each, beside 
octroi, etc. In the case of a 
high- 


priced carriage, with sumptuous fur- 
nishings, duty is assessed on value *- 


clared in Invoice and bill of lading, 
and importers are advised to obtain an 
Invoice from the Greek consul in the 
country from which the shipment Is 
made. In this latter case the duties 
are 20 per cent, of assessed value, J25 
octroi and 5 per cent, on the 20 per 
cent. 
Parts or accessories to autos 


pay according to their assessed value. 
Automobiles are classed as carriages 
for the reason that machinery is ad- 
mitted into Greece free ol duty.

Gray's Entry Into the Game. 


It was at tins stage ot Hi" case that 


there came lo Dallas, where the Itleli 
unisons weie living In style, a pre- 
jiosscshlni; citi/.en named W. J. Oiay, 
u dealer in lumber laiuis, who opened 
an ofllce ot some sl/o and took a house 
In the best part ot the town. 
The 


Itkh.irdsons happened to be in 
Hot 


Springs. A r k , nt the time, and so 
Oray, tho lumberman, who wasn't In 
any hurry to get his Dallas >iflairs mov- 
ing ai»way, took a trip over to the 
Arkansas ic.sort and icgisterecl at the 
same hotel with the former life !n- 
liiirancB agent, his wife ami child. 


The two got acquainted and became 


famous friends. 
Tli"n one -lay Klttt- 


wntrhcd too carefully. Gray fell 
In 


with the game at once, and the two 
went back to Dallas, where 
Gray's 


lumber ofllce 
became shortly their 


headquarters. Gray used to hear I'rom 
Klehardnon how It wasn't really neces- 
sary lo bribe a doctor In an insuiance 
case, but simply to take a dummy be- 
fore the medical man to pass 
the 


physical examination, and Elchardson 
had just the dummy that filled the 
bill, a young fellow named 
Mason, 


onie a miner in Chihuahua. 


So the month's went on, and It was 


in October of 11)02. The Gray-Hicnard-

Then, as he did 
not know Hsrle, he sent a 
porter 


through the r,ar with a Western Union 
telegraph envelope addressed to 
the 


doctor, and Hade tumbled into the 
trap. 
Bottoms and a detective led 


Harle Into the smoking compartment 
and started a qulzz of the "third de- 
gree" order that wound up that night 
wllh a 50-page confession Implicating 
Harle in the death of Devers, and 
filing enough of the circumstances of 
Harry Mitchell's death 
to

how his "suicide" had been arranged, 


llarle said that Devers 
had 
been 


brought from Chihuahua from El Paso 
by Kichardson in December of 1801, 
and that Richardson had said that he 
had explained to Devers that Devers 
was to be used in swindling one Wil- 
lis Jlcrecllth out (if a Ioi of money. 
For this purpose De\ers was to JKKO 
as the- half-brolher of Mc'-edlth, and 
also to take out .1 lite insurance pol- 
icy in his na!i-brother's favot.

Devers never .signed any papers In this 
connection: that was all arranged be- 
tween Harle and Richardson, so that 
when Willis Jleiedith, who turned out 
to be Mason, arrived on the night of 
Harry Mitchell's funeral with a wom- 
an who posed as his wlte, It was neces-

U was discovered that Devers had 


been In Chihuahua a few weeks before 
his death.and that nothing was known 
about him except that he was a hard 
drinker and of a type of social out- 
fas: common enough in that territory. 
Tins strengthened a theory that tho 
M-ry possession of a 110,000 policy by 
such a man required some further 
explanation, let alone possible suspi- 
cious 
circumstances 
attending his 


death. So the investigators turned to 
the payment of the Ucvers policy at 
the El Paso office, atter the company 
had unsuccessfully trie! to have the 
check sent from Now York intercepted 
in transit. 


First Evidence Secured. 


U appeared that the check had been 


forwarded from the E) Paso office to 
the Korl Worth office at the request of 
Meredith, and when it came back after 
collection through a Fo-t Worth bank 
it bore Meredith's indorsement for de- 
posit 
inquiry at the banl. In ques- 


tion developed that soon after the 
claim had been filed on Devers' death 
Meredith had called at the bank in 
company with Richardson, and 
had 


obtained there a loan of 58,000 upon 
Kleiiardson's assurance that the com- 
pany had admitted the claim ualer 
the policy and was about to pay the 
money. This loan was paid in part In 
cash and in part by a draft on the 


ardson proposed that he should insure 
Gray's life. 
Gray demurred, but he 


recalled that bis wife had a brother 
who was ill •n-ith consumption, dia- 
betes, and seveial other troubles, and 
it occurred to him that if there were 
any way in which a policy might be 
Issued on the life of this unfoi lunate 
brolher-in-law as securily for some 
money he (Gray) nad advanced, he 
might conlemplale wllh more equa- 
nimity his relative's approaching end, 
Richardson thoyght he could fix It, 
and the brother-in-law was sent for 
from St. Louis. 


Now, the convenient orother-In-law 


was about as much a relative of Gray's 
as Gray was himself a lumber mer- 
chant, but he was Indeed suffering from 
consumption and diabetes and was so 
111 when Richardson wrote his 550,000 
policy lhat he had to oe propped up 
in bed in order to sign It. Richardson 
announced that he had bribed a couple 
of doctors to sign thi physical exam- 
ination papers, and the sick brother- 
in-law was shipped back to St. Louis, 
wbencs he went out to Arizona a year 
later lo die. 


Dallas Made Headquarters. 


Greatly did Gray admire the skilled 


manipulation of 
the 
brother-in-law 


case by bis friend Richardson. 
So 


when the latter suggested that there 
was plenty of easy money to be made 
by similar undertakings down in the 
border country where people are not 


otto, making Mason the bencnclary, 
uml then collect In the usual way? 


Gray Marked for Murder. 


Gray was not overanxious to mnkc 


his death a possible source of prolit to 
Jticbardson and Mason, but he con- 
sented to be Sanguliiclto lor the pur- 
poses oC the policy, and to own Mason 
as David Sangulnet'o, his "on 
and 


heir. 
Alter various Introductions the 


policy was made out and the deal 
closed—apparently. 
What Introduced 


a new clement Into it that Rich- 
ardson and his friend Mason had not 
counted on was the fad llul liany 
Boltome and a couple of delcc'ives 
had been keeping in nightly touch 
with Gray and incidentally liau been 
doing a little work on the dirie, listen- 
ing to 
conversations between Rich- 


ardson and Mason when Gray wasn't 
around. 
It was in one of these con- 


versations that Richardson gleefully 
remarked that Gray had been the eas- 
iest thing Imaginable in the Sangum- 
etto case, and added: 


"We won't do a thing to him when 


we get him over the border." 


liottome and his men decided lhat 


matters had gone far enough. They 
laid their Information before tho dis- 
trict .attorney of El Paso county, and 
warrants were issued for all throe, In- 
cluding Gray, for It was Inexpedient 
lust then to have an exposure of the 
part whicn tho lumberman-detective 
had played In the case. Gray, however, 
was soon released, and the next step 
was a charge lilacl in the City of Chi- 
huahua accusing Richardson and Ma- 
sou of Iho murders of Mitchell and 
Devers. 
In Ihe preliminary hearing 


Dr. Harle was called as a witness, and 
testified that Mitchell did die of, strych- 
nine poisoning instead of spinal men- 
ingitis, but that Richardson had told, 
him that tho case was one of sui- 
cide.and wanted to have things hushed 
up. 
Devers, Harle still declared, died 


ot dysentery. Harle said thnl he had 
been called in to altend him by a half- 
brother of Devers, William Meredith. 
Harle was not cross-examined, and he 
left the stand thinking he had "got 
away with the goods." 


Confession from Harle. 


At this point Bottome from El Paso 


telegraphed Harle thai he was com- 
ing to Chihuahua and wanted lo see 
him. 
Harle thereupon started for El 


Paso, and Bottome, when he was well 
on his way to the Mexican town, got 
a wire on his train that he would 
pass the train on which Harle 
was 


traveling in mid-route. 
Bottome left 


his train at a convenient stalion and 


sary only that the final preparation 
should be made to put Devers out of 
the way before collecting tiotti of tbi 
policies. 
These were easily arranged. 


The bogus Meredith anil Devers went 
to live together. 
On February 
'i'i, 


llarle was called to see Devers, who 
appeared to be suffering fromacute dys- 
entery. 
Harlo gave him some medi- 


cine to ease bis pain, but shoitly after 
he died. 


In his confession llaile said he knew 


Devers was being poisoned, and sup- 
posed that bichloride of mercury was 
given him in whisky 
IlartQ tilled out 


a fake burial certificate 
and

other papers necessary to collect on 
the policy, afler which 
Richardson, 


and Mason, who had now become Wll 
Ham Mitchell, took it to the El Paso 
agency and eventually raised the \ 
000, of which we have heard, at the 
bank at Fort Worth. Harle, of course, 
was immediately arrested, und event- 
ually came to trial with tho other men. 


Hurlbert's Criminal Hecord. 


But In the meantime photographs of 


the trio bad been distributed through 
the usual police channels throughout 
the country, and when they reached 
Rochester, N. Y., the photograph of 
Richardson was recognized as lhat of 
Lester E. Hurlbert, a lawyer, who had 
jumped thai city in May, 1901, alter 
Ihe exposure ol an extensive divorce 
mill which he had operated la the 
cities of Rochester and Buffalo.

liam Mitchell, or Willis Meredith, or 
Mason, aa he was variously known 
turned out to be the brother of Harry 
Mitchell, wlio was killed in Chihua- 
hua in order that the gang might col- 
lect on his 515,000 policy. Mrs. Rich- 
ardson was identified as the wife of 
Hurlbert, and investigation in Roches- 
ter developed the tact that she was 
the sister of the Mitchell boys. Wil-

The trial of the three men had been 


reported in part in the papers through- 
out the country, and it served only to 
develop the facts In the remarkable 
ease which have been very simply nar- 
rated above. 
The verdict ct guilty 


quickly followed the presentalion of 
the facts to the jury, and It remained 
at length necessary only for the exe- 
cutioners to carry out the sentence

FLOODS. 


Most 
Destructive 
Inundation for 


Fifty Yeai-3 Accurately Foretold 


by Weather Bureau. 


Early la 1S97 telegrams were poBlod 


In a hundred cities nloui; Uio Missis- 
sippi, warning Uio Inhabitants to pro- 
pare for tremendous floods. Those 
warnings, says .1. B. Watltlns, lu the 
Technical World, went so far as to 
namo tho exact date—sometimes two 
or three weeks oil—when Uio coming 
flood would lie at Us height, and oven 
stated the number of feet above low- 
water mai'k tho water would reach. 
They were signed by the chief of! iho 
weather bureau nt Washington. 


Tho Inhabitants of Cairo, New Or- 


loans and of the towns and cities ho- 
tweeri read those sensational messages, 
looked out at tho shrunken Father o[ 
Waters flowing calmly along within 
Its hanks and sulfted contemptuously. 
They were not going to be Beared by a 
lot o£ fool scientists In Washington! 
Only a comparatively few timid people 
were ;it all alarmed or even Impressed. 
•These went BO far aa to move their 
valuable properly up onto high ground, 
and were well laughed at for Ihelr 
pains. Even the newspapers look th» 
matter up, and scolded tho govern- 
ment for allowing the weather bu- 
reau to frighten neerlossly a lot of 
silly old women. 


Finally tho date set for the coming 


of the flood arrived, and with it camo 
the water. The greatest flood for more 
than half a century swept down tho 
Mississippi ami overflowed more than 
13,000 square miles of land. The main 
streets of a hundred towns and cities 
were under water; and, at some points 
practically the only property not dam- 
aged was that of the ridiculed people 
who had heeded the despised warning 
of the weather bureau. And It was es- 
timated that property to tho value of 
$15,000,000 was saved, which 
would 


certainly have been destroyed but for 
the advance notice which Us owners 
had been wise enough lo heed. 


Chauffeurs ol Long Ago, 


There were chauifteurs long before 


automobiles. 
History tells us that 


about the year 1795 men strangely ac- 
centered, their Paces covered 
with 


soot and their eyes carefully disguised, 
entered by nights farms and lonely 
habitations and committed all uorts 
of depredations.

victims, dragged them before a great 
fire, where they bnrned the soles of 
their feet and demanded Information 
as to the whereabouts of their money 
and jewels. Hence they were called 
"chauffeurs," a name which frightened 
BO much our good.grandmothers.

WHAT LIMITS CORN YIELD. 


Low Protein Corn More Apt to Do "Well 


on Land Poor in Nitrogen. Than 


High Protein Corn. 


Regarding the yield of corn it seams 


quite possible that upon land whose 
productive capacity is limited by the 
supply of available nitrogen the low 
protein or high starch corn may yield 
better than the 
high 
protein corn, 


provided the two kinds of corn are 
equal in other respects, as in germ- 
inating power, vigor of growth, root 
development, etc. My opinion is that 
if we have use for high protein corn 
we should produce it and by means 
of leguminous crops we should pro- 
vide tlie growing corn crop with 
much nitrogen as It can profitably 
use. 
Of course this principle applies 


not only to nitrogen, but to all ot the 
elements of fertility. There is no 
economy in allowing any crop to grow- 
in a half starved condition, any more 
than there is in keeping growing ani- 
mals on a mere maintenance ration. 
We should provide not only the ni- 
trogen, but we should also make sure 
that the supply of phosphorus and 
potassium is sufficient for maximum 
profitable crop yields. " 


la this connection it may be stated 


that the evidence thus tar obtained 
from soil investigations in the corn 
belt Indicates that the supply of ni- 
trogen is abundant in most soils, in 
deed that large amounts of nitrogen 
are annually passing off in drainage 
waters, that phosphorus and not ni 
trogen is the element which commonly 
limits the yield of the corn crop, and 
that the chief effect of clover upon a 
succeeding crop of corn is due to the 
phosphorus liberated by the decayln, 
clover residues, the fixation oE ni 
trogen being 
of 
secondary import

THE ASPARAGUS BEETLE. 


Suggestion as to Effective Method of 


Proventing Injury to 


Plants, 


The only (effective way to prevent 


njiiries 
to asparagus by asparagus 


beetle larvae Is to destroy the eggs 
before they hatch, says the Oranso 
(Ind.) Farmer. 
The lirat VKKS are 


laid on the young shoots; later on 
.lie grown plant. 
They are blade, 


about 1-10 Inch long and sot nearly 
at 
right angles to the 
stem; so, 


though small, they are fairly conspic- 
uous, lu a few days they hatch into 
slimy, greenish slug* 
with 
blacK 


heads, legs and dots on the body. 


The simplest way to manage la to 


leave a few inferior shoots for tha 
females to lay eggs on. When four 


live days old these shoots rauBt 


be cut and burned and others allowed 
to replace them. 
To simplify this 


cutting and to reduce to a minimum, 
the chance of missing any 
plants, 


those allo\s|eil to remain should be 
all in certain parts of the Held on 
certain days. Tile Held should be di- 
vided into four or three equal parts, 
depending on the frequency of cut- 
ting. 
At the first cutting tho trap 


plants should be left In the first sec- 
tion and so on. In eacli other section 
every punliy stalk should be cut with 
the 
marketable ones and burned. 


Every trap plant in any section must 
be cut on .the tourth or fltth day and 
the plan continued through the cut- 
ting season. This will completely 
protect the field from late attack and 
reduce possible infestation the next 
season, provided no asparagus Is al- 
lowed to grow in 
fence 
rows and 


waste places and provided neighbors 
are as careful. 


KATYDID EGGS. 


What They Look Like and How They 


Are Attached to Foliage—In- 


sect Does Little Damage.

Carl Schurz was born 
at Libau,

rection, and after the surrender of tho 
fortre.su of Ra&tadt, where his regi- 
ment had been garrisoned, ho escaped 
to Switzerland. Sclinr^ Ihen spent some 
time In Paris and London, engaged 
In writing for the press and In teach- 
ing, a-nil in 1SG2 he came to the United 
Slates. He lived three years at Phil- 
adelphia, and then went to \Vatertown, 
Win., to live During the presidential 
campaign of IS.'iG he made his first en- 
try Into American politics by making 
speeches In tlis German language In 
behalf of the Republican party.

in my life, but when the squaws put 
the butcher knives to their necks, and 
looked fierce, and grabbed the Indians 
by the hair and- looked as 
though 


they were going to scalp them, the 
Indians agreed to do all the work, 
and just then pa and I came up, and 
the squaws hailed pa as their de- 
liverer, and they tell on his neck ana 
hugged him, and they placed a camj 
chair for him, and. put a, tiger skin 
cloak around him, and a necklace of 
elk's teeth around' hia neck, and all 
kneeled down and seemed to be wor- 
shiping him, while the Indians looked 
on in the most hopeless manner, and 
then the Carlisle Indian came and 
said the squaws had made pa the chief 
squaw ol the tribe, and that the In- 
dians had agreed to do the work here- 
after.

AUTOMOBILES 'IN GREECE. 


; There are 12 automobiles In this 
consular district, or, to speak more 
definitely, in the city of Athens, writes 
Consul Horton, of Athens. Three of 
these belong to the king and the 
prlnctf. His majesty's automobile la 
qulta a luxurious affair, and is said to 
have cost some 20,000 francs (?3,860), 
That ownefl by Prince Andreas vas 
preseated to liinx by the czar o£ Bus- 
sla. Most ot the automobiles in use 


here were bought In France at a cost 
of from 4,000 to 10,000 franca (J772 to 
$1,930). Three new ones are now on 
their way to this, country. Automo- 
biles are classed by the tariff law as 
four-wheeled carriages, which, uphol- 
stered or not, used" or xinused, pay, a 
duty of 300 francs, ($57.90) each, beside 
octroi, etc. In the case v of a high- 
priced carriage,, with -sumptuous .fur- 
nishings, duty Is'assessed on value *- 


clared in Invoice and bill of lading, 
and importers are advised to obtain an 
Invoice from the Greek consul in the 
country from which the shipment is 
made. In this latter case the duties 
are 20 per cent, of assessed value, '$25 
octroi and B per cent, on tho 20 p*r 
cent Parts or accessories to autos 
pay according to their assessed value. 
Automobiles are classed as carriages 
for the reason that machinery is"jad- 
mitted into Greece free of duty;
